LOCATION 

St.  Joseph’s  College,  Collegeville,  Indiana,  lies  one 
mile  south  of  Rensselaer,  the  County  seat  of  Jasper 
County,  Indiana.  Rensselaer  is  situated  on  the  main 
line  of  the  Chicago,  Indianapolis  and  Louisville  railway 
(Monon  Route),  seventy-three  miles  from  Dearborn 
Station,  Chicago,  Illinois,  a  hundred  and  ten  miles 
from  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  forty-seven  miles  from 
Lafayette,  Indiana.  The  Reindeer  Stage  Bus  Line, 
operating  between  Chicago  and  Cincinnati,  offers  added 
transportation  service,  and  the  paved  U.  S.  Highway 
152,  passing  through  the  college  grounds,  is  one  of 
the  main  routes  connecting  Chicago  and  Indianapolis.
